The war clouds 
were beginning to form ih fort^gn lands but few 
people on Pea Ridge semed tP know.; It, was on 
May 9th that the event took place. I, was bom. My 
mother was not rushed to the local, hospital. I 
was born at home on Pea Ridge. 

Pea Ridge Is located in the North part, of 
Scott, county. It is the almost exact, center, of. the. 
State of Mississippi. It is a small rural community 
that. Is, made up of. good, honest, average people.. 
The community church, was established ini 1900 as 
a Union Church. For more than half , a century 
one; could hardly tell the. difference; In. a Metho-; 
dist and a Baptist. I was converted in this church, 
at the age of. ten. Rev; Roy G.. Clark baptised me; 
In, Mr. Harkey’s pond.; 

The old house where I' was born is now gone; 
but I know where the spot is located and I often, 
visit there.,'My •birthplace is the heart of Missis-; 
sippL It isn’t far to Leake County where; the; 
Honorable Ross R. Barnett was raised. My mother 
and father attended elementary school with him., 
I attended the Harperville school which, is the 
old home of the late Paul B. Johnson, Sr.; 

Our family is not one of. wealth, or position. 
All of us have worked hard and the positions we 
hold in. life today were" made by ourselves. If. 
members; of. our family have been, an asset, to 
their communities it is of their own, doing. If. 
they have failed in their responsibilities to; thern-: 
selves and others that, too, is of their own doing. 
We are, proud to consider ourselves true Missis-; 
sippians. Life in Mississippi, is unlike that, any-; 



where, else on. earth. Mississippi is a ‘ land of. thr 
dividuals. The;' people, of our state have never 
attempted to run the, affairs of. other people and 
other areas.. By that same standard of. measure, 
we'have; always resented other people trying to; 
run our affairs. 

Rev.; Willie Dennis once, said, “There are no 
walls around Mississippi.,,A person may live here;

I, must admit, that, the education' received by 
James Meridith at Ole. Miss was a good, one.. It. 
taught him; to stay out of Mississippi. I don’t think; 
he has made his. home here since, he graduated. 
It seems ironic to me that, millions; of dollars and 
several lives' should, be spent, to get. someone irt. 
a Mississippi school when he is going to. live, 
somewhere else when he is finished. 
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from The Methodist Church it was said imme- 
iately that it was primarily due to the integra¬ 
tion question. I admit that that question is enough 
to cause me to withdraw. The Methodist Church 
does sponsor integration of the races. Our reasons 
were many more than that of integration. We 
are oppjos^ to the dictatorial powers of the Meth¬ 
odist hierarchy and to the liberal preaching and 
practices of its cler^. I was present at the meet¬ 
ing of the Official Board of the First Methodist 
Church of Union Springs, Alabama when they 
decided to join the Southern Methodist Confer¬ 
ence. It was remarked at that meeting by one of 
the members that it is dangerous to send children 
to the regular Methodist Youth Camps because 
they would be indoctrinated with liberal 
teachings.

Tniousainds of 
negroes in s^^j^^ippi are property owners. A 
large. humb<^:|^ever, are sitting on a stool of 
do-nothing “Glory, Hallelujah, I shall not 

be moved. ' “ ' 

Mississippi is a land of opportunity for people 
of all races. It is not the land for idle people of 


any race. If life in Mississippi is miserable for 
the agitators who come here it is because they 
make it that way. 

I have lived in Neshoba County near Phila¬ 
delphia where the three so-called civil rights 
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workers were killed. I have crossed Pearl. River 
on, a foot. log at its very beginning. Phave spent 
many wonderful hours in that, much lied about, 
area. 

It; is regretable that anyone should, die vio¬ 
lently in our state.

Who’s better to 
judge them than I? I was with 
them for three years.” 

The 27-year-oId 'minister 
twlc the stand in the conspir¬ 
acy trial in Meridian and testi¬ 
fied that he served as the chief 
link between Imperial Wizard 
Sam K. Bowers, Jr, and the 
White Knights of the KKK in 
a six-county East Mississippi 
area. 

Dennis said he was an or¬ 
dained Baptist minister but 
•was preaching as a Jlcthodist 
minister when he founded the 
first Southern Methodist Chur¬ 
ch in Mississippi and served as 
mi nister of the Fi rst South ern 
Methodist Church of Meridian. 


He testified that he joined | 
the klan in March of 1964, less | 
than a month after its organi¬ 
zation in Lauderdale County. 

He said he served as chap¬ 
lain and province titan during 
the time he was a member of 
the White Knights faction of 
the klan. 

Dennis testified that he went 
to work for the FBI in Septem¬ 
ber of 1964 and first furnished 
Information for ;thc FBI in 
November, 1964. 

James Jordan, thq 19th man 
indicted in the ease, later be¬ 
came the key witness for the 
justice department in the Ne¬ 
shoba conspiracy trial. He'also 
testified he was paid for infor¬ 
mation by the FBI. 

Government attornej'S had 
considered Dennis the key wit 
ness, however, in’linking Bow 
ers to the conspiracy and he 
is expected to' also be a wit 
ness in the Dahmer bombinj 
ease at JHattiesburg in, which 
I mperial Wizard Sam Bower!

FoIIqn^^ his testiamay^ia 
Meridian, Dennis lost his job 
with an insurance company, 
was divorced by his wife, was 
unable to find work in the 
area as a pssto?, "ABer the 
divorce, my lormcr wife got 
all the f«rnil«,re,” Dennis 
said, “it was foolish for me to 
stay in a house with no furni¬ 
ture, so I came on back home.

In addition to the Information previously furnished 
by the source concerning the plans of the Klan to "eliminate 
Goatee," Informant has penetrated the hard-core Neshoba Klan 
and has obtained admissions from CECIL PRICE involving his 
activities on the night of June 21, 1964. 

More recently, he has met regularly with the 
Imperial Wizard and has obtained valuable intelligence con¬ 
cerning high Klan officials, meeting places for the State Klan 
cabinet, long-range plans for the WKKKKOM, and has obtained a 
reputation for being the top Klansman in Lauderdale County. 

In a recent contact with MIBURN Agents, he has 
turned over a letter written to DELMAR DENNIS from SAM BOWERS, 
the Imperial Wizard. In this letter, written in "Klan double- 
talk," BOV/ERS makes reference to the Klan plans involving 
"our secret logging'operations," or the plans of the Klan to 
conduct acts of racial violence,in Mississippi. In this letter, 
the Imperial Wizard confides in .DENNIS and states most emphatic¬ 
ally that the FBI no longer has any Informants in the Lauderdale- 
Neshoba area. He sends encouraging words to DENNIS and other 
area Klansmen "especially those who have been deep in the 
swamp," that is, those recently arrested for their Involvement 
in the MIBURN murders.

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10. STEPS BEING TAKEN TO ADVANCE INFORMANT

held in extremely high regard, in every area of Klan activities.- 
He has pursued his avocation with diligence, intelligence, and 
enthusiasm. He has the complete confidence of the Imperial 
Wizard who has intimated to him that he is one of the few men 
the Imperial Wizard can trust. In a matter of a few months, 
the Informant has advanced from his position of Chaplain of 
Unit 1, to Province Titan, the personal representative of 
the Imperial Wizard in a six-county area. He has been privy 
to the Klan's most intimate secrets involving their long- 
range plans. He has gained the confidence of Klansmen in 
Neshoba County, and has been invited to attend meetings of the 
State Klan cabinet. He has penetrated the innermost circles 
of the Mississippi Klan. Through his own ingenuity and 
enthusiasm, he plans to advance vjithin the Mississippi Klan. 
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11. STABILITY AND RELIABILITY 

The informant Is above average in education^ having 
cbmpleted two jrears of college at the Meridian Junior College, 
he is a minister of the Southern Methodist Church, married and 
has two children. He has exhibited stability and reliability 
in all of his contacts and assignments given to him by MIBURN 
Agents. Intelligence data furnished by him has been corroborated 
through other sources. He is completely dedicated to the Bureau 
efforts to infiltrate the Mississippi Klan and put an end to 
racial violence. 

12. INDOCTRINATION AGAINST DISCLOSURE 

Informant has been instructed and cautioned concerning 
his relationship with the FBI, and that he should under no 
circumstances Indicate that he is associated in any way with 
any member of the FBI. 

13. all necessary action taken 

ON INFORMATION FURNISHED 

Information which has been furnished by the Informant 
has been set forth for investigative leads to be covered, and 
new cases have been and will be opened on individuals'listed by 
infermant as Klan members. 

In addition, he has corroborated the information 
furnished by other sources and witnesses in the MIBURN case. 

14. MISCELLANEOUS 

Since his initial contact with MIBURN Agents on 
November 7, 1964, informant has rapidly risen in Klan circles. 

He has gathered intelligence information of tremendous value. 

His responsibilities have constantly increased both to the Klan 
and to the Bureau. His activities have weighed heavily on his 
time, his chvirch activities and family. 

As an example, for the week beginning January 17, 

1965, he has made three trips to Philadelphia, Mississippi, 
two trips to Laurel, Mississippi, to see the Imperial Wizard; 
he will make a trip January 20 to Jackson for a State meeting; 
and has had four personal contacts with MIBURN Agents involving. 
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for reasons of security, trips thirty to fifty miles outside 
of Meridian. He has continuous contacts throughout Mejzidia 


and Heshy ba Counties with such persons as B, L. AKIN, |_ 

and other Klansmen. After the meeting of January 20,

he plans to meet with MIBURN Agents in an effort to furnish 
fresh Intelligence data concerning the State Klan. He has 
called a meeting of the Lauderdale Klavern for Friday evening, 
January 22. 


In addition to these time-consuming, expensive, but 
most productive activities, he receives frequent phone calls 
and visits from area Klansmen who wish to discuss personal 
problems in addition to their Klan activities. He submits 
written reports regularly, contacts the MIBURN Office tele- 
phonically on a daily basis, and then meets with Agents for 
lengthy periods in'an effort to furnishiintelllgence reports 
while they are still fresh in his mind. 

The Information he has furnished to the MIBURN 
investigation, the time he has spent, in productive contacts, 
far exceed the amount of money presently approved. 

If the extent of this Informant's Klan activities 
becomes known to the parishioners of his churches, serious 
consequences will result.. He is Jeopardizing his entire 
career as a minister in pursuing his activities with the Klan 
on behalf of the FBI. He is constantly contacting Klansmen 
and attending meetings. As his activities in the Klan Increase, 
the possibility of his exposure as a Mississippi Klansman 
increase proportionately. His activities as an Informant have 
been a serious intrusion on his time, family and career. 

Because of this, his remuneration should be commensurate with 
the risks involved.

The Informant continues to attend and does monitor 
the activities of the WKKKKOM organization at the state 
level. In this respect, the Informant continues to enjoy 
the respect and admiration of not only the Imperial Wizard 
of the WKKKKOM organization, but the various other state 
officers of the organization.

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The Informant continues to provide top intelli¬ 
gence data concerning the long range plans and financial 
standing of the White Christian Protective and Legal 
Defense Fund (WCPLDF), In this respect, on 12/16/65, 
the informant reported the Intimate details of a WCPLDF 
meeting held at Jackson, Mississippi. In addition, the 
informant continuously keeps the Bureau apprised of the 
financial standing of the WCPLDF. 

The confidential informant meets periodically 
with SAM BOWERS, the Imperial Wizard of the WKKKKOM 
organization throughout various parts of the State of 
Mississippi. During these meetings, confidential source 
collects valuable intelligence data regarding the future 
and anticipated plans of the WKKKKOM organization. In 
addition, the Informant continues to accurately pinpoint 
state and local oneetings of the WKKKKOM organization and, 
finally, to monitor and report all that transpires at these 
various meetings. 

On 1/11/66, the confidential source met with 
BOWERS at Pachuta, Mississippi. It was at this time that 
the Imperial Wizard of the WKKKKOM organization, in 
answer to the source's consnent that "the Laurel group 
scored a big one" that BOWERS, although evasive, indicated 
that he was completely knowledgible of the DABUlb? matter 
which occurred in Hattiesburg on 1/10/66. He further 
related to the source that only "six or seven men knew 
about it." Furthermore, BOWERS related to the source that 
the "six or seven men that did it were better men than 
the Philadelphia group." Additionally^ in conversation 
with the source, BOWERS amplified on his remarks by stating 
that while "the technical end was not as good as the Phila¬ 
delphia job, these men would not talk." It was at this 
meeting that BOWERS acknowledged to the confidential source 
that the DABURN matter was in fact perpetrated by the 
WKKKKOM organization.

On 1/23/66, the source related that he had received 
a telephone call from SAM BOHERS, the Imperial Wizard of the 
WKKKKOM organization, who identified himself with his code 
name and related to the source intimate details of the 
events and circumstances of the DABURN matter. It was 
during the course of this telephone conversation that BOWERS, 

>fearful of being picked up by the FBI, admitted to the source 
Ithe identities of those persons responsible for the DABURN 
Imatter. 


On 1/23/66, the confidential source, who was in 
attendance at the administrative meeting of the WKKKKOM 
organization held in Jackson, Mississippi, related that the 
meeting was addressed by BOWERS, who stated that the WKKKKOM 
organization would pick up the "$1100 tab" to replace the 
automobile that was stolen in Hattiesburg at the Masonite 
Plant and utilized on the ''Dahmer job." It was at this 
meeting that the informant advised that the Individual 
whose car was stolen was in reality a member of the WKKKKOM 
organization.

The informant continues to effect contact with 
the defendants in the MIBURN case and continues to 
discreetly disillusion the defendants and in fact, all 
Klan members with the sincerity and the integrity of the 
Klan. 


The informant continues to monitor the activities 
of the WKKKKOM and the UKA in the Meridian, Miss., area 
and enjoys the respect and admiration of the State Klan 
officers in both organizations. 

The informant continues to provide top intelligence 
data concerning the long range plans and financial standing 
of the WCPLDF, In this respect on 5/5/66 the informant 
reported that approximately $300 was "taken up" in a 
collection and that less than $100 was "clear money." 

The informant further stated that a total of $83.61 was 
sent to the WCPLDF in Jackson, Miss., as a result of a 
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rally held at Suqualena, Miss., on 5/5/66. As noted, 
the informant continuously keeps the Bureau apprised 
of the minute financial standing of the WCPLDF. 

A confidential source met periodically with 
SAM BOWERS, Imperial Wizard, WKKKKOM. During these 
i^etings the informant collegts valuable intelligence 
information regarding the future and anticipated plans 
of the WKKKKOM in every area of endeavor. On 5/3/66 
a confidential source related the intimate details of 
a conversation with SAM BCWERS regarding his believe 
concerning subjects in the DABURN matter. 


On 7/11/66 informant who was in attendance 
at a meeting of the WCPDLP rally held in Laurel, 

Miss., related the details of a conversation with 
BYRON DE lA BECKWITH, known Klansraan from the Greenwood, 
Miss., area. DE LA BECKWITH stated that "I am ready to 
do more than I have done.”

Jackson, recommends, and we agree, that authorized payments for 
expenses should be increasedto $100 per week because of changed 
status requiring greater expenditures by informant in order to 
continue to assist Bureau, Informant is also in arrears in his 
taxes. Since he is a vital witness in important Bureau cases, we 
recommend advancing $892 for immediate payment of taxes, .This

BACKGROUND ; 

This informant has furnished valuable Klan information 
since November, 1964, He is a close confidant of Sam Bo\ters, 
Imperial Wizard of the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
Mississippi, He has been held in extremely high regard in every 
area of Klan activity and has been privy to the Klan's most inti¬ 
mate secrets on a state level. Early in the DABURN investigation 
which involved the burning of property of Vernon Dahmer-at ^ 

Hattiesburg, Mississippi, he furnished the identity of six indi-* 
viduals who were involved in this case.

letter stating he did not have the funds to pay the tax at this 
time but would make regular payments until the entire amount is 
paid. The Jackson Office has advised that hereafter the 
handling Agent will insure that weekly payments will be made by 
the informant to Internal Revenue, 

The Civil Rights Division of the Department has 
advised that the existing tax delinquency on the part of the 
informant should be cleared up by him as soon as possible. The 
Department would have no objection to a large lump sum payment 
{being made to the informant to clear this delinquency. In view 
|of the need of this informant for the successful prosecution of 
the above-mentioned major cases, it is believed $892 shourd be 
made available for the informant to clear his tax delinquency 
immediately. This amount can be paid back by the informant to 
the Bureau on a weekly basis by withholding $25 per week from 
the amount authorized for his payment for services. No trial 
date has been set for the MIBURN and DABURN cases and the 
informant is continuing to furnish valuable Klan information. 

It is also to be noted that in the event it was necessary to 
relocate this informant because of his precarious position thpre 
would be an additional cost factor. The informant due to his 
aggressive attitude and cunning ability to remain in the Meridian, 
Mississippi, area, thereby eliminates this extra cost factor of 
relocation.

VI.. NUMBER OF ACTIVITIES AND PERSONS ON WHOM 
COVERAGE IS PROVIDED: 


Informant continues to maintain his position as 
Province Titan in a six county area of east central Miss., 
with the WKKKKOM. By virtue of this position, the informant 
continues to attract many of the various hate-type organizations 
prevalent within the State of Miss. In addition, he regularly 
contacts individuals of the UKA organization who are responsible 
for policy making decisions within the Lauderdale County, 

Miss., area. Lastly, the informant continues to maintain his 
position as the Meridian area representative for the WCPLDF. 

VII. NUMBER OF WRITTEN AND ORAL REPORTS SUBMITTED ; 

Since 5/20/67, informant has submitted no less than 
ten written reports and he continues to be in daily telephonic 
contact with the handling Agent. 

'VIII. STEPS TAKEN TO ADVANCE INFORMANT : 

The informant has advanced within the ranks of the 
WEIKKKOM from the position of Klavern Kludd to Province Titan. 

In addition, the informant continues to associate with the 
Klan-infested Citizens Council, presently active in Meridian, 
Miss. 

IX. STABILITY AND RELIABILITY 

At no time has the informant exhibited any indication 
of emotional instability, unreliability, or untrustworthiness. 
There has been no indication that this informant has knowingly 
furnished any false information. All data furnished by him 
has been corroborated through other sources. As of this date, 
approximately 95 percent of the information furnished by the 
^ informant has been verified and subsequently he has been able 
to verify various information supplied by other informants 
throughout the State of Mississippi. 
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X. INDOCTRINATION AGAINST DISCLOSURE : 

Informant continues to be instructed and cautioned 
concerning his relationship with the FBI and that he should 
not, under any circumstances, indicate that he is associated 
in any manner with any member of the FBI. In addition, the 
source is continually reminded not to participate in any acts 
of violence or to issue or condone orders to any of his 
followers to commit such acts. Informant has also been instructed 
to immediately advise the handling Agent of any plans on the 
part of the Klan to commit such acts of violence. 

XI. ACTION TAKEN ON INFORMATION FURNISHED ; 

A review of the informant's file indicates that all 
necessary action has been taken on information furnished by 
him. New cases have been, and will continue to be, opened on 
individuals noted by the informant as being Klan officers and 
those individuals possessing a propensity towards violence. 

XII. MISCELLANEOUS ; 

During all contacts, the informant continues to be 
reminded by the handling Agent that any financial payments 
he receives should be considered by him as income and reported 
accordingly to the Internal Revenue Service. In addition, 
during the past year, the informant has been making weekly 
payments of $50 on a total tax delinquency of $892. 

It is felt that because of the continuing risks 
experienced by the informant in his willingness to do so, 
and the value of the information and Us eagerness to testify 
in both the MIBURN and DABURN matters, it is recommended that 
he be continued as a racial informant and contact maintained 
with him.

BACKGROUND: 




Delmar Dennis, a,27-year-old preacher, has been a 

top-level Klan informant of the Jackson Division for three year 's^- 

He recently testified in the MIBURN case, 'which concerned the 
conspiracy tp.>murder three civil rights "workers in Meridian, Mis¬ 
sissippi. T.^ The Department plans to have him testify in the DABURN 
case 'Which is scheduled for trial November 13, 1967, and "which 
involves the shooting into and burning of the Vernon Dahmer resi¬ 
dence in Hattiesburg, Mississippi, on January 10, 1966. Through ^ 
his testimony, the Government has been able to expose the Klan ^ 
organization in Mississippi along 'with its leaders such as Sam 
Bcwers, Imperial Wizard, of the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of Mississippi. 

RECENT DEVELOPMENTS : 

Dennis is now preparing a manuscript in which he de¬ 
sires to expose the violent nature of the Klan and document Klan 
activities including acts of terrorism, intimidation, and corrup¬ 
tion.

He has a desire to expose the KLan and fight this lawless ele¬ 
ment in close cooperation with the Bureau. Through his vast 
experience and information which he obtained while a member of 
the Klan organization, he is in a good position to place the 
Klan in a most unfavorable light. 

Dennis is amenable to any suggestions and recommenda¬ 
tions which the Bureau might have. The Jackson Office states 
that the Bureau should control his writings in order to protect 
the Bureau's interest and to expose the Klan to the fullest ex^ 
tent. It is within our best interest to review the manuscript. 
However, the informant must be advised that our review of his 
writings may in no way be construed as an indorsement of the 
' manuscript by the FBI. 

The Department plans to use Dennis's testimony in the 
DABURN case and in any retrial of the MIBURN case, and therefore 
should be apprised of Dennis's plans to publish a manuscript.

At the present time, DENNIS is attempting to rent the 
home in hopes of off-setting the monthly payments.

Mrs, CARRIE DEMIS, Route 4, Box 125, Forest, Miss. 

However, there have been signs of encouragement 
received by DENNIS from Mississippians. The Episcopal 
Church leaders and some Southern Baptist Ministers have 
written expressing appreciation for what he has done, 
but these are few and far between. 

In addition, the JOHN BlifeCH Society, of which 
DENNIS states he is a member, advised him of their complete 
endorsement of his activities in spite of numerous 
resignations by other members who were dialectically 
opposed to his activities and resulting stand. 
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The current dilemma preplexing DENNIS is his 
inability to secure a job in the Meridian, Miss., area. 

In conversation, DENNIS related if he is unable to gain 
employment, he will not only suffer financially, but would, 
in principal, be admitting to an already hostile community 
that what he has done would be to no avail and that anyone 
who performs the services of an informant for the FBI 
cannot stay in the community he has known as his home for 
many years. In this respect, DENNIS feels that since he 
has no job, and no prospects, he would be willing to 
relocate, preferably out of the "Klan Belt" and possibly 
in the southwestern areacf the United States, particularly 
in the New Mexico or Colorado areas. However, it is 
reiterated that DENNIS prefers not to relocate but rather 
gain emplojmient in the Meridian, Miss., area, or for that 
matter anywhere in the State of Miss. DENNIS considers 
his obtaining epiplo3rment of paramount importance at this 
point, and thus far he has been unsuccessful in achieveing 
this aim. 

^ DENNIS is currently solely engaged in compiling 

his book. He is counting very heavily on proceeds from the 
book as a panacea for all of his financial and social ills.

BACKGROUND : You will recall that Delmar Dennis, a 1 _

Government’s most impressive witness. 1 




However, since his testimony Dennis has suffered- ’ 
economic and social reprisals in the community of Meridian, 
Mississippi, where he resides. He was dismissed from his 
employment as an underwriter for an insurance company, and 
the company has not accepted a ^5,000 life insurance policy 
which Dennis had initiated.

Socially, Dennis has been discriminated against since 
testifying at the Mi^urn Trial. The Masonic Lodge where he 
is a member has censored him for revealing the secrets of 
the defendants in the Miburn Case who are also members of 
the Masonic organization. He-has been asked not to attend 
the First Southern Methodist Church of Meridian, which church 
he organized, as the congregation believes the Klan might 
retaliate against Dennis by blowing up the church. The local 
newspaper in Meridian has compared Dennis’s paid informant 
status with a Judas betrayal and a gross violation of 
southern tradition. 


OBSERVATION ; Dennis’s current problems stem from having no 
employment and as a consequence, he has incurred financial 
difficulty. He is currently working on a manuscript 
concerning the Klan which he has agreed to make available 
the completed book when finished for review by the Bureau. 

He is aware that the review does not constitute an endorse¬ 
ment of the book by the FBI, but is a necessary security 
precaution. If publication of the book is successful, the 
proceeds undoubtedly will assist in solving his financial 
problems. With the adverse feeling toward Dennis because 
of his testimony as a paid FBI informant, there is a possi¬ 
bility that he will undergo more harrassment by the residents 
of his community. Therefore, Jackson should be instructed to 
follow this matter closely and advise the Bure^ immediately 
if Dennis incurs any further harrassment. 

RECOMMENDATION : That the attached airtel to the Jackson 
Office be approved which will advise Jackson to follow this 
matter closely and immediately advise the Bureau if Dennis 
receives further harrassment.

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DENNIS advised that should he decide to embark on 
such a tour he would concentrate his speaking efforts in 
exposing the WKKKKOM, the fraudulent klan constitution and 
the absurdities of the klan oath. He states he would add 
comments of the propaganda sheets published and disseminated 
by the klan and how naive Mississippians were duped to 
klandom’s ranks. By use of conjectures he stated he would 
vehemently disclose acts of violence by whoever perpetrated 
them. In conclusion he stated his general aim would be to 
depict the klan as Un-American Organization. 

In this respect it is the opinion of the' handling 
agent that DENNIS, a member of the John Birch Society, 
would pitch his contemplated speech to squelch the prevalent 
opinion that the klan is composed of '’Birchers" and by so 
doing would contain the prevaling opinion and enhance 

the position of the Society. 

The handling agent has endeavored to dissuade DENNIS 
from embarking on such a tour but he continues to entertain 
the thought of doing so, specifically pointing out that he 
is unemployed and must at sometime or another pursue a career 
so as to provide himself with a livelihood. The agent, too, 
has pointed out the undesirability of speaking and unwittingly 
devulging anything in pending matters of interest to the 
Bureau; in particular, the MIBURN and DABURN cases and 
especially the Bureau's continued intelligence operations 
against the klan in Mississippi. However, he assures the 
agent that should he desire to totir with TACT he would be 
most circumspect in his statements and-confine his remarks 
to what was previously outlined above. 

The fact that DENNIS is still unemployed continues 
to plague him and he continues to suffer monetary losses 
as previously enumerated in referenced Jackson airtel. While 
he is appreciative of the continuance of funds furnished to 
him by the Bureau, he states that at some future time this, 
too, will stop. Meanwhile he continues to work on his book 
and is in high hopes of garnering financial gain from this en¬ 
deavor. 
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Upon completion of his book, this will be 
furnished to the Bureau. DENNIS has in fact stated that 
if he was successful in obtaining employment he would 
quickly dismiss any inclination to embark on such a speaking 
tour. DENNIS is still very hopeful of receiving monetary 
remuneration for his outstanding performance in the MIBURN 
case. It was explained to him prior to his agreeing to 
testify in behalf of the Government that he would be rea¬ 
sonably compensated, depending on his performance. The 
MIBURN case resulted in the conviction of seven klansmen, 
of which DENNIS was by virtue of his outstanding testimony, 
singularly responsible for the conviction of SAM BOWERS, 

CECIL PRICE, and BILLY WAYNE POSEY. It is felt that he 
should be reasonably compensated in this respect. In the 
DABURN matter, in which he is ready and willing to testify, 
however, at the present time no definite legal tack has 
been established, and as a result it has not been definitely 
decided as to whether or not he will be used. 

When both the MIBURN and DABURN cases are resolved, 
it is strongly urged that the Bureau consider making a lump 
sum settlement with DENNIS commensurate with a long outstanding 
performance in the Bureau's efforts against the klan, his 
stellar performance in the MIBURN case and his extraordinary 
potential in the DABURN case. 

Jackson Division will continue to maintain contact 
with DENNIS and the Bureau will be kept advised of pertinent 
developments.

On 1/11/68 DENNIS advised that he was not going 
to participate in a speaking tour sponsored by "Truth About 
Civil Turmoil" (TACT), a John Birch Society organization. 
DENNIS relates that he is turning down overtures from TACT 
in order to continue cooperating with the Bureau. 

However, at the present time DENNIS remains 
unemployed and, although numerous efforts have been ini¬ 
tiated by the Jackson Division to secure employment for 
him, to date all efforts have been unsuccessful. 

Originally DENNIS desired not to relocate, but 
rather, wanted to meet head-on the informant stigma acquired 
by him. But as of lately, he has been verbally assaulted 
on the streets of Meridian, Mississippi, his home was shot 
into, and he has been isolated by his friends, church, and 
the community in general. All d^se reypraaTa hatm 
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experienced as a result of his association and work with 
the Bureau. These current reversals have discouraged 
DEI^IS, but in spite of this the informant has not lost 
faith in the Bureau. 


DENNIS is aware that as long as he continues to 
reside in environs of Meridian he will constitute a living 
anathema to every local Klansman to heap their hate and 
denouncements upon. He will continue to be the victim of 
anonymous phone calls, verbal threats, and, in fact, place 
himself in great physical danger. 


In view of the great potential threat to his 

complete isolation in the community, 
DENNIS is now desirous of relocating. In this respect, and 
I after much thought, he indicates a firm desire to relocate 
in Albuquerque, New Mexico, to further his education at the 
University of New Mexico. DENNIS relates that he arrived 
at this choice for the following reasons; 

1) The area is completely out of the Klan belt; 

P the area is conducive to personal achievement 

because of its rapid growth; 



^ DENNIS plans to attend the University of New Mexico 

in Albuquerque; however, in order to offset the cost of his 
education he is extremely desirous of obtaining a permanent 
position. He has been advised that the Albuquerque Division 
would render him assistance in obtaining employment in that

The fact that DENNIS has been surfaced should not 
minimize his continued importance to the work of the Bureau 
in its operations against the Klan in Mississippi, He con¬ 
tinues to maintain significant importance in view of current 
appeals in the MIBURN case and the possibility of subsequent 
retrial of MIBURN defendants not presently convicted and, 
most important, he is a tested individual who can furnish 
background information regarding the Klan in connection 
with the DABURN matter. In addition, he continues to 
compile information for his anticipated book exposing the 
Klan in Mississippi and remains agreeable to submitting the 
con?)leted manuscript for scrutiny by the Bureau. DENNIS, 
by virtue of his work in behalf of the Bureau, will continue 
to be c"tempted by organizations such as the John Birch 
Society who will want to selfishly exploit him. By DENNIS' 
relocating and furthering his education, it is felt that 
these temptations would be minimized and would assure his 
future stability. 
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v the personal reversals experienced 

by DENNIS as a result of his determined and dedicated 
stand in behalf of the Bureau, it is strongly urged that

Since September 25, 1967, the informant has submitted 
no less than 10 written reports and he continues to be in 
daily contact by telephone, with the handling Agent. 


VIII. STEPS TAKEN TO ADVANCE INFORMANT: 


The informant has advanced within the ranks of the 
WKKKKOM from a position of Rank and File member to Klavern 
Kluds^ to Province Titan, At the time that he occupied the 
position of Province Titan in a six-county area of east central 
Mississippi, he was effectively utilized as a Government 
witness in the Government's successful prosecution of Klan 
leaders in the recent MIBURN case. 


IX. STABILITY AND RELIABILITY: 



At no time has the informant exhibited any 
indication of emotional insfsbility, unreliability or untrust¬ 
worthiness. There has been no indication that this informant 
has knowingly furnished any false information. All data 
furnished by him has been corroborated through other sources. 

As of this date approximately 95% of the information furnished 
by the informant, has been verified and subsequently has been 
able to verify various information supplied by other informants 
throughout the State of Mississippi. 


X. INDOCTRINATION AGAINST DISCLOSURE; 


Informant continues to be instructed and cautioned 
concerning his relationship with the FBI and that he should not.

XI. ACTION TAKEN ON INFORMATION FURNISHED ; 

A review of the informant's file indicates 
that all necessary action has been taken on information 
furnished by.-him. New cases have been, and will continue 
to be, opened on individuals noted by the informant >as 
being Klan officers and those indi^duals possessing a 
propensity towards violence, 

XII. MISCELLANEOUS ; 

During all contacts, the informant continues to 
"be reminded by the handling Agent that any financial 
payments he receives, should be considered by him as income 
and reported according^to the Internal Revenue Service. 

In addition, during the past year, the informant has 
completed making weekly payments of $50 on a total tax 
delinquency of $892.00. 


It is felt that because of the continuing risks 
experienced by the informant, and his willingness to do 
so, and the value of the information and his eagerness to 
testify in both the MIBURN and DABURN matters, it is 
recommended that he be continued as a racial informant 
and contact maintained with him. 
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SAC, Jackson, recommends a payment of $8200 to 
Delmar Dennis, a valuable Klan informant who is currently 
key witness in Bureau cases. The purpose of this payment Ts 
to relocate him in a new area to protect him from Klan reprisal;^!^ 
because of testimony in a recent case.

You will recall that Delmar Dennis, a 27 year-old 
preacher, has been a top-level Klan informant of the Jackson 
Division for three years. He recently testified in the Miburn 
trial (case involved the kidnap and murder of three civil 
rights workers at Philadelphia, Mississippi), wherein he 
exposed the Klan and according to public sources, he was the 
government’s most impressive witness. 

However, since testifying Dennis has suffered economic^^ 
and social reprisals in Meridian, Mississippi, where he resides^ 
He has been unsuccessful in attempts to sectire employment and 
is unemployed. He has been verbally assaulted on the streets 
of Meridian by persons who consider him to be a "Judas" by 
virtue of his testimony against Klan members. Unidentified 
"nightriders" fired shots into his residence. He is isolated 
by his friends, church, and the community in general. 

Previously, Dennis expressed a desire not to relocate 
but to remain in the community and meet head-on the informant 
stigma acquired by him. However, with the continued harrassment 
coupled with his complete isolation in the community, Dennis 
is now desirous of relocating in Albuquerque, New Mexico. This 
area has no Klan activity and he wants to further his education. 
at the University of New Mexico,

However, it is felt that Dennis should not be paid 
$800 for the child support payments for which he is in arrears 
nor his car payment of $200 which he owes, nor the sum of 
$2600 for his child support payments of one year. This would 
reduce the payment recommended by Jackson to $4600, which is 
believed to be justified, and would include $500 for moving 
expenses; $1500 for expenses in connection with one year of 
study at the University of New Mexico; $1000 for rent of an 
apartment in Albuquerque and $1600 for food, clothing, and 
insurance. This matter has been coordinated with the General 
Investigative Division which concurs with this recommendation. 

This matter was also coordinated with Department Attorney 
D. Robert Owen who advised that the Department has no objection 
to the relocation of Dennis or paying him for his expenses. 

Jackson Division recommends that this payment be made 
to Dennis in order for him to sever life-long ties in Mississippi 
and start life anew in New Mexico, 

) OBSERVATIONS: Dennis is extremely important to the Bureau. He 
will be needed to testify in the subsequent reti;^! of Miburn 
defendants not presently convicted. The Department will 
undoubtedly use his testimony in the trial of the Daburn case 
(which involves the shooting into and burning of the Vernon 
Dahmer residence in Hattiesburg, Mississippi, January 10, 1966). 

His personal safety is of primary concern, and is in jeopardy as 
long as he remains in Meridian, Mississippi, where many Klansmen 
harbor a personal animosity toward him. We feel that it is to 
our best interests to have him relocated where he will not be 
subjected to harrassment by the community or reprisals by the Klan.

'carefully, not once but several times, explained to Mr.

He is well aware because he had to supplytHe"Tnformation 
contained therein. 

One other point was discussed by him and that is 
the current status of the book he has written. We have 
always advised Mr. DENNIS that should he carry out his 
desire to write a book we certainly wanted to see it, however, 
recommended against it. Nevertheless, he indicates he is 
going to confer with a publisher in the very near' future. 

The raw transcript of the work accomplished before he left 
Jackson was reviewed by the agent handling him and it is 
obviously amateurish. It is rather doubtful that there 
would be a market for this book unless it is completely 
rewritten by a professional. Nothing of a derogatory nature 
concerning the Bureau was contained therein, to the contrary, 
the book is favorable toward the Bureau. Of course, any 
publisher may rearrange or revise its contents. 



It is the recommendation of the Jackson Office (UACB) 
that a mature agent of the Albuquerque Office call upon Mr, 
DENNIS and return his tax notice from the Internal Revenue 
Service advising him that with the payment of the $5,000 
made to him before he left Mississippi that we had, as 
indicated at that timej discharged our obligation for his 
services and that this bill is his.

April 18, 1968, postmarked April 19, 1968, at Santa Fe

"throwaway" prepared by Truth About 
vil Turmoil (TACT), a John Birch sponsored society and 
was captioned "The Ku Klux Klan".

justed, he was in arrears $247.76, in his income tax. Dennis 
indicated in his letter that he was under the impression 
that income received from the FBI was tax free. This im¬ 
pression by Dennis is wholly untrue and erroneous in that . 
representatives of the FBI very carefully, and on several 
occasions, explained to him the necessity for keeping ac¬ 
curate records, and saving a portion of his remuneration 
for income tax purposes; in fact, representatives of the 
FBI counseled him in the preparation of his income tax 
records for the past four.years. Dennis is well aware of 
the tax deficit because he had to furnish pertinent infor¬ 
mation contained in his • amended tax statement. 

One other point was discussed by Dennis in his 
letter and that was the current status of the book he has 
written. Representatives of the FBI have always attempted 
to discourage Dennis from any literary endeavours, but 
Dennis persisted, and has compiled a raw transcript of his 
experiences within the Klan, while operating as an info3niiant 
for the FBI. The raw transcript was presented to represen¬ 
tatives of the FBI, and it was obviously an amateurish effort 
however, Dennis indicated he was going to confer with a 
publisher (unnamed) in the very near future and attempt to 
have the book published.

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A letter to the Director dated July 8^^1968, waJ 
received from Delmar Dennis, a former Klan informant, 
requesting the Director’s views concerning public speeches 
being made by Dennis exposing the Ku Klux Klan (KKK) and

By memorandum dated May 2, 1968, yoti were advised 
that captioned individual was making speeches for the John Birch 
Society concerning his experiences as a Bureau informant and of 
the details concerning his proposed publication of the above/^' 
mentioned book. 


In view of the fact captioned individual was a key 
Government witness in a case involving the murders of three 
civil rights workers in Mississippi in 1964, and is a possible 
witness involving a burning and shooting in Mississippi in 
1966, Dennis was interviewed on May 25, 1968, by Special Agents 
of the FBI. At that time he was warned to refrain from making 
any comments in public concerning pending cases currently under 
investigation by the Federal Government in which Dennis is still 
regarded as a potential witness .

OBSERVATIONS : 

Dennis is apparently attempting to capitalize on 
his former relationship with the Bureau in his public appearances 
It is believed that a personal letter from the Director in 
response to his letter of July 8, 1968, also be used by 

him to exploit his former relationship with the Bureau for 
personal gains. It Is believed this matter should be handled 
by having Special Agents personally contact Dennis and 
acknowledge receipt of his letter and again caution him not 
to discuss pending cases either in public pronomcements or in 
written form. If approved, an airtel will be sent to the 
Albuquerque Office instructing them to interview Dennis in 
accordance with the above,

Subsequently, DENNIS advised that he was in 
receipt of the above-mentioned manuscript and that he 
would make same available after he had read it. He 
stated that his wife had also indicated an interest in 
reading the manuscript and that he would forward it to 
the FBI as soon as possible. 

DENNIS made available a copy of the above- 
mentioned manuscript and stated that he had no objections 
to a copy being made of this manuscript; however, he would 
like his copy returned to him as soon as possible. DENNIS 
stated that he had read the manuscript and feels that it 
would be most difficult for MG ILHANY to obtain a publisher. 
DENNIS stated that MC ILHANY had hoped that the publishers 
for the John Birch Society would publish this book; however, 
he has been advised that they refused to do so. DENNIS 
added that the book entitled "ATTACK ON TERROR", by DON 
WHITEHEAD, covered.this subject so well that there would be ' 
no market for a book of, this nature. DENNIS concluded by 
stating he doubts if this book will ever be published and 
that he would not share in any of the royalties from the 
book. 

A review of this manuscript has been conducted 
by Jackson Office and it should be pointed out that any 
notations were made by persons other than the FBI reviewing 
same.

In view of the nature of the manuscript, the 
fact that DENNIS has advised that the John Birch Society 
publisher has refused to publish the book and since DENNIS 
feels that the manuscript is amateurish in nature and. limited 
in scope, the Jackson Division is not recommending that 
MC ILHANY be contacted, and it is felt that this manuscript 
will probably-never be published.

To Whom It May Concern: 

As you have previously been advised, our office is 
currently reinvestigating the above-referenced murder case to 
see if there is sufficient evidence for reprosecution. I have 
previously requested information concerning certain physical 
evidence, and have received a response relating to that 
inquiry. I now need, and respectfully request copies of', or at 
least access to, any and all files, reports, memoranda, and any 
other documents in the custody or control of the FBI relating 
to the killing of Medgar Evers on June 12, 1963, or subsequent 
arrest of Byron de la Beckwith on June 23, 1963. 


We have also spoken at length with Mr. Delmar Dennis, who 
worked as a paid-informant for the FBI concerning activities of 
the Ku Klux Klan in Mississippi from September of 1964 until 
1967 when be testified for the Government in the case regarding 
the slaying of three civil rights workers in Neshoba County. 

Mr. Dennis has told us that Byron de la Beckwith spoke at a 
Klan meeting held near the swinging bridge at Byram, 
Mississippi, subsequent to his two murder trials, and bragged 
about killing Medgar Evers and encouraged the Klan members 
present at the meeting to do likewise. Mr. Dennis informs us 
that he met with FBI agents immediately after this meeting and 
reported this information to the agents, as well as the names 
of other persons in attendance a t the m eeting. We understa nd

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last time he saw Beckwith was when Beckwith came to his home 
while running for Lt. Governor in 1967. This means that the 
Klan meeting where Beckwith spoke occurred sometime between 
September 1, 1964, when Dennis started work as an FBI informant 
and November of 1967 when the general election was held. 
Specifically, I am-requesting copies of any and all reports, 
statements, memoranda or notes contained in the FBI's informant 
file for Delmar Dennis that relate to the aforesaid Klan 
meeting where Beckwith was in attendance, what was said by 
Beckwith at that meeting and the names of all other persons 
present at the meeting, so that we can make an accurate 
assessment of Mr. Dennis' credibility regarding this 
information and to enable us to try to locate other persons 
present to either verify or contradict Mr. Dennis' account. 
Enclosed herewith is Mr. Dennis' written authorization for this 
information to be released to this office. 

Lastly, this is to advise that our office objects to the 
release by the FBI of any information that it has on file 
regarding the murder of Medgar Evers, arrest of Byron de la 
Beckwith, and assistance of Delmar Dennis. Our investigation 
is an active criminal investivation geared toward successful 
prosecution for murder in state court. Premature release to 
the media or general public (which would include Beckwith, 
himself) of any of this information could seriously jeopardize 
our success in this endeavor. At a minimum, we respectfully 
request that no such information be released until we have had 
the opportunity to review the information ourselves and thus 
make any further objections which would then be more informed 
and specific.

Offices, DELMAiPbENNIS i s a former informant in the Jackson 
Division. He was expend when he testified in Federal Court 
in October, 1967, during the MIBURN investigation (JN File ■

On 2/10/75, DENNIS appeared at the Meridian Resident 
Agency and advised that he had disassociated himself from 
the John Birch Society and at that time was employed as ’ 
public relations officer for the "American Party, 
national political party. During March, 1975, DENDJiS 
participated in a speaking tour in Pennsylvania, where he 
received a number of threats and sources reported possible 
interruptions and harassment at places where DEWflS was 
speaking. 

On 5/12/75, DEJINIS was located at his residence 
in Walnut Grove, Miss., at which time he advised that he is 
no longer associated with the "American Party," and that 
he is unemployed as the John Birch Society feels that due 
to the "pressure" put on him during his speaking tour, might 
have a bearing on his effectiveness as an employee of the 
John Birch Society at present.
